’. Thomas Alva Edison will reach! 


the sixty-ninth milestone of his life 
on February, the eleventh.’ -He is 
still hale, hearty and active and as 
deeply interested in what the com- 
ing year has in store as a youth 
with all of life ahead, 

Edison was born at Milan, ‘Ohio. 
on February 11, 1847. He early 
evinced a love for chemistry and 
its kindred supjects, kew men have 
ever run at a swifter pace up the 
stepping stones to fame. His first 
employment was as a newsboy on 
the Grand Trunk Railway where he 
started a small weekly paper which 
at one time had four hundred paid 
subscribers. He next took up téleg- 
raphy and soon became an expert 
telegrapher. After five years of tel- 
egraphy he came to New York 
where after a short time he sold his | 
first invention for about — $40,000. 
Then he plunged into the realm of 
invention where his genius seemed 
to run riot.
